BY-LAW No. 691 
A By-Law to Authorize the Borrowing of $270,000 


WHEREAS the Council of the Corporation deems it ne- 
cessary to borrow the sum of Two hundred and seventy 
thousand dollars to meet, until the taxes are collected, the 
current expenditures of the Corporation for the year; 


AND WHEREAS the total amount of the estimated 
revenues of the Corporation as set forth in the estimates 
adopted for the year 1935, not including revenues derivable 
or derived from arrears of taxes, borrowings and issues of 
debentures is two hundred and ninety- -five thousand eight 
hundred dollars, together with an estimated amount from 
the Department of Highways of $65,000. as its share of con- 
struction and maintenance on County Roads. 


AND WHEREAS the total amount heretofore author- 
ized to be borrowed this year for the purposes mentioned 
in subsection (1) of Section 334 of The Municipal Act is NIL, 
of which the Corporation has already borrowed a total of 


NIL dollars. 


THEREFORE the Council of the Corporation of the 
County of Norfolk hereby enacts as follows: 


1. The Head and the Treasurer are hereby authorized 
on behalf of the Corporation to borrow from time to time, 
by way of promissory note, from the Bank of Montreal, a 
sum or sums not exceeding in the aggregate two hundred and 
seventy thousand dollars to meet,. until the taxes are col- 
lected, the current expenditures of the Corporation for the 
year, including the amounts required for the purposes men- 
tioned in subsection (1) of the said Section 334, and to give, 
on behalf of the Corporation, to the Bank a promissory note 
or notes, sealed with the corporate seal and signed by them 
for the moneys so borrowed with interest at a rate not ex- 
ceeding five per centum per annum, which may be paid in 
advance or otherwise. 


2. All sums borrowed from the said Bank, for a or 
all of the purposes mentioned in the said Section 334, shall, 


with interest thereon, be a charge upon the whole of the 
revenues of the Corporation for the current year and for all 
preceding years, as and when such revenues are received. 


3. The Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to 
apply in payment of all sums borrowed pursuant to the au- 
thority of this By-law, as well as all other sums borrowed in 
this year and any previous years, from the said Bank for any 
or all of the purposes mentioned in the said Section 334, to- 
gether with interest thereon, all of the moneys hereafter col- 
lected or received on account or realized in respect of the 
taxes levied for the current year and preceding years and all 
of the moneys collected or received from any other source, 
which may lawfully be applied for such purpose.

To the Warden and Councillors of the County of Norfolk. 


Gentlemen: 


We have conducted the usual monthly audit of the 
receipts and expenditures of the County for the year 1935, in 
the General Account and in the County Road System Accourt 
and have found the books in good order; in the former there 
is no cash balance, but a note of $4,542.45 is owing and in the 
latter the cash balance is $874.40 Cr., with a note of $55,000.00 
owing, but an estimated Government Grant of $62,000.00 is 
expected to cover this note. 


Proper vouchers or authority have been produced to us 
for all disbursements and the Treasurer has cheerfully afford- 
ed us any information required of him. 


The Treasurer’s bond for $10,000.00 has been renewed to 
expire on 28th June, 1936. 


The statement of assets and liabilities attached shows 
totals of $462,761.65 and $394,810.73 respectively as at 3Ist 
December, 1935; there has been a reduction of $52,000.00 odd 
in the total debenture debt.
